New tomato 
combine saves 


manpower 


BEIT DAGON. — A anew tomato 
picking combine — which drasti- 
cay reduces the number of work- 
ers required for the operation — 
has been developed at the Instl- 
tute for Agricultural Engineering 
here. 

The Israeli combine has sroused 
considerable interest among farmers 
both in Israel and overseas, it is 
reported here. A set of rotating 
blades mounted on the front of 
the machine cuts the tomato plants 
which are Lifted onto the combine, 
almost completely free of earth 
clods. The fruit is separated from 
the foliage and passes through 8 
moving belt, sorted by four or five 
workers who are seated on the 
machine. 

The most sophisticated American 
tomato combine requires 15 to 20 
sorters, Institute officials say. 

The machine was developed by 
Mr. Y. Siegler, and financed by the 
Ministries of ‘Agriculture and Com- 
merte and Industry, and the Sar- 
noa and Eshet Rilon firms. (Itim)

TEL AVIV.—Dr. Ben-Zion Harel, 
founder and director of Assuta Hos- 
pital here, died in Switzeriand on 
Saturday.

Dr. ‘Harell, who was born in Lat- 
via 80 years ago, recently went to 
Switzerland on vacation. ‘He fell sick 
there and passed away after a short 
Hiness.

Dr. Harell, after studying medicine 
in Switzerland, settled here 51 years 
ago.

Here he set up 
Assuta Hospital, 37 years ago, as 
well as the Elisha Hospital in Haifa. 

Dr. Harell was also active in the 
General Zionist Party and at one 
time represented it in the Knesset. 
He was also active in all aspects 
of health affairs, and once was chair- 
man of the Israel Medical Associa- 
ton.

— As the 
first groups of soldiers returned 
shortly before noon on Sunday. fol- 
lowing the 36-hour action in the 
Lebanon, settlers along this frontier 
were preparing for a quiet and un- 
disturbed Yom Kippur. At Rosh 
Hanikra some visitors arrived 
to view the grottoes and the border 
post with the Lebanon was open as 
usual until noon. A number of U.N. 
personnel passed through. 

The returning sokilers were in 
good spirits and chewing apples from 
the orchards on [Israel's side of the 
demarcation line. They looked re- 
markably young ‘and monchalant, 
though for most of them it had 
been their first experience of battle. 

The heavy tracked vehicles, tanks 
and guns were immediately loaded 
cn to wheeled tank carriers in order 
to keep damage to Galilee roads to 
a minimum. At the same time 
Egged buses marked “special trip” 
arrived to take away the soldiers, 
new deprived of their vehicles. Be- 
fore they could go, their commanders 
dospected the state of their guns and 
small arms and collected flak jackets 
and other equipment ‘handed out for 
the action. 

Joking and grousing, the soldiers 
compared experiences and some had 
much praise for the good looks of 
the Lebanese girls they had observed 
from their tanks and armoured car- 
riers, 

The main force returned later in 
the afternoon. Some religious soldiers 
received permission to proceed to 
nearby Safad in time for the Kol 
Nidrel prayer and to spend the fast 
there.

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Scores of worshippers faint 
during Yom Kippur heat wave

Ninety persons fainted at the 
Western Wall in Jerusalem and 
scores of other fainting cages were 
reported throughout the country 
— as hundreds of thousands of 
Jews observed Yom Kippur in 
fasting and prayer from the Golan 
Heights to Sharm e-Sheikh under 
a blistering sharav heat. 

Six of the fainting victims at the 
Wall were taken to hospital while 
the remainder were treated at the 
nearby Magen David Adom station. 
MDA also treated a number of faint- 
ing victims elsewhere in the city 
and transported 10 expectant mo- 
thers to hospital. 

The blowing of the shofar as dusk 
fell last night marked the end of 
the Yom Kippur fast and the start 
of the building of booths on balco- 
nies and In courtyards for the forth- 
coming Succot festiyal, which begins 
ἃ week from this Friday evening. 

During the day, the sun beating 


/@8 down on the Western Wall drove 
ἢ most of the worshippers into the 


enclosed passage beneath Wilson’s 
Arch. But thousands of persons be- 
gan streaming to the Wall in the 
late afternoon, filling the praying 
area and overflowing into the plaza 
behind it. 

Among them were a number of 
Christian clergymen in clerical garb 
or in mufti, come to witness the pro- 
ceedings. Red-bereted paratroopers, 
armed with Uzis, patrolled the plaza 
and its approaches, exchanging cur- 
ious but friendly glances with has- 
sidic youths in their ‘black caftans. 

Shortly before 6 p.m., students 
from the Yeshivat Hakotel in the 
Old City’s Jewish Quarter danced to 
the Western Wall, arm in arm. In 
front of the Wall other groups of 
worshippers danced in circles sing- 
ing “Next Year in Jerusalem.” 


SETTLER ARRESTED 

A shojar blast echoing across the 
Temple Mount yesterday evening led 
to the arrest of a visiting young 
member of Kibbutz Dikla in Sinai, 
Yussi Ungerfeld. He was immediate- 
ly surrounded by a group of in- 
dignant Moslems, protesting against 
this violation of the religious status 
quo. Ungerfeld was taken into cus- 
tody by an Arab police officer and 
later released after questioning at 
police headquarters. 

“Itim"” reported the youth as say- 
ing: “I blew the shofar not for my 
private enjoyment but to protest 
over the fact that Jews are prohi- 
bited by their own Government from 
praying and blowing the shojfar on 
the Temple Mount.” 

A power breakdown in East Je- 
rusalem plunged the Western Wall 
area in total darkness for about 
10 mirntes on Sunday night.

Meir broadcasts 
to families of 
Israel's fallen 


‘In a broadeast to the families 
of Israel's fallen on Sunday af- 
ternoon, Prime Minister Golda 
Melr reiterated Israel's “tron-clad 
determination” to fight the Arab 
terrorists and those who sup- 
port them “in every place and 
on every front. 

“The State of Israel will know 
how to defend the peace of its 
citizens and its inhabitants at 
all times,” Mrs. Meir stated. “The 
Arab states which do not want 
peace and which have not come 
to terms with our existence failed 
in their attempts to force their 
will upon us by military night," 
she said. 

“They are trying now through 
terrorist amd sabotage organiza- 
tions to shake our spirit and to 
kill us... The sacrifice of our 
dear ones sharpens our aware- 
mess of the dangers that have 
still ποῖ passed, and reminds us 
that peace is still far from us,” 
the Prime Minister said. She 
concluded with a prayer that the 
new year should ‘be one of peace.

TEL AVIV. — The Bank of Israel 


‘on Sunday filed a 1L6m. suit against 


the EHern family, former owners of 
the Ellern Bank which was sold to 
the Feuchtwanger Bank in 1966. 

The official liquidator appointed 
by the Bank of Israel, attorney L.D. 
Commissar, charged that members 
of the Ellern family exploited their 
Position to obtain illegitimate bene- 
fits in the course of the bank's 
sale, and that they abandoned the 
bank to “pillage by Yosef Epstein” 
(chief shareholder of Feuchtwan- 
ger Bank), against the public in- 
terest. 

The suit named as defendants 
Hermann Bllern, 80, and his sons 
and daughters: Uziel Heinz Ellern 
of Switzerland, Felix Menahem El- 
Jern of the U.S., Irene Mani and 
Dr. Eliyahu Mani, Miriam Margot 
Gross, Yehoshua Alexander Ellern, 
the Heinz Fund Lid, and Ramat 
Gan banker David Sigfried Bein.

Ellerns knew. that Yosef Epstein 
was anxious to buy their bank be- 
cause he was close to bankrutpcy.

They also persuaded Epstein to 
make part of the payment by 
transferring to the Hillern farntly 
some of the bank's property via the 
Feuchtwanger Bank, so that it 
would not be known they were pur- 
chasing the property. In addition, 
they used their knowledge of clients’ 
business activities to become party 
to the activities, and provided these 
clients with low-interest credit. 

During the year in which the 
Epstein group controlled the bank, 
the suit goes on to say, ILém. of 
credit was extended to firms under 
Epstein’s control, without proper 
Guarantees. Since these firms were 
not good credit risks to begin with, 
when the bank failed these loans 
became bad debts. The Ellern family, 
which should have been aware of 
Epstein's purpose in buying the 
bank at an inflated price, yet sold 
it to nim, are responsible for these 
debts, charges the Baok of Israel. 

(The Ellern Bank was taken over 
by Bank Leumi im 1967, a year after 
its sale to Feuchtwanger’s, which 
‘cas also sold in the same year. 
Yosef Epstein was sentenced to four 
years in prison in connection with 
the failure of the Feuchtwanger 
Bank.) 

The suit charges that, contrary 
to normally acceptable procedure, 
the Ellerns included in the sale con- 
tract a clause saying the sellers 
would bear no responsibility for the 
bank's financial position, while the 
buyer undertook not to take any 
legal action against them in con- 
nection with the sale. (itim)

war Sadat and Colonel Mu’ammer 
Gaddafi yesterday signed an agree- 
ment laying down the hasis for 
complete political unity Egypt and 
Libya within one year. 

Shortly afterwards President Sa- 
dat jeft Tripoli by air for Cairo, 
after four days of talks. 

President Sadat’s visit, originally 
scheduled for three days, was ex- 
tended by 24 hours to discuss Mid- 
dle Bast strategy following the Is- 
raeli incursion into Lebanon. 

The agreement, a part of Presi- 
dent Gaddafi's pan-Arab plans, pro- 
vides for the formation of a tem- 
porary unified political command 
comprising only the two presidents. 
The command will supervise the im- 
plementation by stages of the mer- 
ger plan. 

The agreement also names the 
members of the seven committees 
charged with laying down the unity 
foundations. The seven committees 
— constitutional, political organiza- 
tion, defence and national security. 
economic systems, legislation and 
judiciary, administrative and finan- 
celal systems, and education, science, 
culture and information — will start 
meeting at the Justice Ministry in 
Cairo on October 1. 

The union, which will be imple- 
mented before September 1, 1973, 
will carry the name of the United 
Arab Republic; the names of the 
members of the political leadership 
or the committees were not an- 
nounced. 

The command will announce the 
final text of the merger plan and 
put it to the people in a plebiscite 
by next September 1.

BUNDESTAG BARS FURTHER.

BONN (AP). —- A West ‘German 
parliamentary committee yester- 
day cleared Chancellor Willy 
Brandt's government of blame in 
the death of Munich terror vic- 
tims, and decided against a fur- 
ther probe into the affair. 

The Internal Affairs committee 
announced its findings after study- 
ing a three page official report 
on the September 5 events, which 
ended in the death of the 11 Is- 
raeil sportsmen. 

Committee chairman Friedrich 
Schaefer told newsmen after the 
meeting the committee unani- 
mously found West German 
authorities did everything pos~ 
sible under the circumstances to 
free the Israelis alive, that 
“guitable action was taken and 
the correct decisions were made." 

There was no reason for fur- 
ther parliamentary investigation 
into the way the affair was hand- 
Jed by Federal authorities, Schae- 
fer said, adding that the commit- 
tee expressed “confidence in all 
those responsible and thanks them 
for their considered action.” 

Schaefer said the official report 
onthe killings, dealing separately 
with the role played by Munich 
city poHce, Bavarian State autho- 
rities, and the Federal govern- 
ment, will be published today or 
tomorrow. Answering questions, 
he said the committee studied in- 
teltigence reports on terrorist ac- 
tivity which Bonn had received 
in the three months preceding the 
Munich assault and found none 
had contained any concrete warn- 


ing of the September 5 Incident 
— despite newspaper reports to 
the contrary, 

iHe also denied that - Israel οἷ- 
fered help to free the Olympic 
sportsmen. A, “senior Israeli off- 
cial” present during the operation 
gave advice to West German 
authorities, but did not share ΞῈ - 
sponsibility, nor request to do 80, 
he said. 

Schaefer said that the commit- 
tee also approved government 
security precautions taken since 
the incident.

organization or foreign backing. He 
was adamant that his group, “the 
Iranian People’s Liberation Move- 
ment,” was a purely Iranian orga- 
nization and had no links abroad. 

Rezai's story was a very simple 
one, and made the liberation move- 
ment fjook more like a family af- 
fair than 2 big political machine. 
He gsaid he came into the move- 
ment through his three brothers, 
one of whom was killed by the po- 
lice and one of whom is still in 
prison. He claimed that he had not 
wanted to hurt anyone, and that he 
had wept all night in jail when he 
had heard of the death of the 
mother and child in one bomb in- 
cident. He said that he was not 
against the Shah or the Government, 
but he hated to see the poor people 
of Iran suffer because of corruption 
and inefficiency. 

There is always the possibility that 
Rezai was lying to save his skin 
— in an earlier confession attribut- 
ed to him he is alleged to have ad- 
mitted plotting the overthrow of the 
Government — and that the Iranian 
People’s Liberation Movement is a 
more fanatical outfit than he has 
suggested. It is also possible that, 
while Rezal’s group might be small 
and amateurish, some of the recent 
terrorist activity has been the work 
of more serious organizations with 
large membership and powerful 
backing. 
Twice in the last two years the 
Government has announced that it 
has smashed terrorist organizations 
with well-developed plans for revolu- 
tion, and each time members of 
these organizations have reassembled. 


IN THE NOBTH 

Early in 1971, violence erupted in 
northern Iran, with an armed raid 
on a gendarmerie at Sakbal, kill- 
ing a gendarme and an official of 
the local court. There was nothing 
very remarkable about the incident: 
stories of gun battles between gen- 
darmes and bandits or sm ers 
are frequently reported in the local 
press. But in April 1971, Savac an- 
nounced that the attack had been 
the work of a guerrilla movement, 
20 of whose leaders had been train- 
ed under Bakhtiar in Baghdad. A 
Savac spokesman saki the group 
had connections with a number of 
other anti-State, groups, including 
the Maoist “Iufan” group, an or- 
ganization called the Communist Re- 
volutionaries, a ‘branch of the old 
Iranian Tudeh Communist Party in 
Germany, and the Confederation of 
Tranian Students in Europe. 

Iranians are now wondering how 
much of this movement survived. 
Is there a new plot to overthrow 
the Shah and his Government? The 
death sentence on young Rezai can: 
be taken as a sign that the Gov- 
ernment recognizes just how serious 
the threat is.

WASHINGTON. — 
AMERICAN workers have become 
the heart of the middle class. 
‘That ig the lesson I garnered with 
the vantage point of Labour Day 
from the story of the pulling and 
hauling over the unions thus far. 
: It 4 a long time since union dele- 
gates were regarded as the left 
wing of Democratic reform, I re- 
call leaders like Philip Murray and 
Walter Reuther in steel and autos, 
who fought for welfare reforms and 
civil rights, or Sidney Hillman who 
was Roosevelt’s link with the liberal 
wing of his party (witness the 
“clear it with Sidney” taunt that 
Republicans threw at Roosevelt). 
What happened in 1972 was that 
the Democrats moved left and 18- 
bour moved right, and who knows 
whether the twain will meet again 
as they once did? 
- Partly it is a matter of tactics, 
-partly of philosophy, partly of social 


This is where Meany's philosophy 
comes in. He will, of course, stay 
outwardly neutral, and will try to 
Keep the member unions in -line. 
Nixon has wooed him anew, espec- 
jelly since that historic golf course 
conversation. But there sre policy 
links between the two men stronger 
than golf Hnks. 

We tend to forget how powerfully 
Meany is moved by foreign policy. 
On every foreign policy issue that 
counts --- the phasing out of the 
war, the peace, the trade negotia- 
tons with Japan, defence polictes, 
defence cuts, and the dangers of a 
new isolationism — George Meany 
ts much closer to Nixon than he 
μὲ ἴο MeGov em, Hence his admis- 
ion. he is “neutral against 
MeGovern."

The Supreme Court allowed an 
appeal against a judgment of the 
Tel Aviv District Court delivered on 
October 27, 1972 (in Motion 5095/ 
ΤΙ). 


The appellant and respondent, man 
and wife, have been on bad terms 
for. the last elght years, although 
they continue to occupy tthe same 
apartment. They are owners of pro- 
perty part of which is registered in 
the name of the husband and part 
in the name of the wife. 


A. plot of land, registered in the 
name of the husband, was requisi- 
tioned by the Tel Aviv Municipality, 
which is prepared to pay 1L110,000 
for it. The wife claimed that half of 
this sum should be paid to her by vir- 
tue of the presumption of joint- 
ownership of a married couple's pro- 
perty. The husband claimed, on the 
other hand, that if the property were 
jointly owned, then his wife 
should participate in the debts on 
it, which amounted to IL70,000 and 
should be given half of the net pro- 
ceeds only (that is of IL110,000 mi- 
nus IL70,000.) 


The Tel Aviv District Court beld 
that the wife should receive half 
of the 1L110,000, without any deduc- 
tion of the debts, as it was not sa- 
tisfied that the IL70,000 debts had 
been incurred in connection with 
the particular property requisitioned 
by the Municipality. 

Tn the appeal against this decision 
to the Supreme Court, Mr. E. Ra- 
fuah appeared for the appellant and 
Mr. A. Wirnik for the respondent. 


Judgment 
Justice Kisier, who delivered the 
first opinion of the Supreme Court, 
Justice Witkon concurring, noted 
that the problem which had arisen 
in the present case flowed from an 
attempt on the part of the respon- 
dent’to divide only one piece of pro- 
perty belonging jointly to the couple 
instead of waiting for an overall di- 
vision of ‘all the property. The ques- 
tion arises, therefore, he continued, 
whether one of the owners of several 
items of joint property can ask for 
the proceeds from one piece of pro- 
perty to be divided equally between 
the two owners while at the same 
time postponing a demand to share 
the debts on the joint property to 
a later occasion, when all the pro- 
perty is eventually divided up. 
‘The answer to this question, held 
Justice Kister, is that only when 
there are no debts whatsoever on 81} 
the property and no other account- 
ing between the marriage partners,

just but was also repugnant to the 
principles of equality between part- 
ners. 


In short, held Justice Hister, the 
deocs of the marriage partnership 
should be paid first, oefore the as- 
sets are divided. But, be continued, 
that raised the question of what 
should be deemed to be the “debts” 
or the marriage partnership; the 
answer to this question waa: all 
the debts of the partnership, and 
not only those applicable to the par- 
ticular asset being realized should 
be taken into consideration \see C.A. 
446/69, 1. P.D. 24,513). The reason 
for this, he continued, is simple: 
the parmership based on the mar. 
riage contract applies to all the 
property, in general, and not only 
to the one particular piece of pro- 
percy under consideration. In other 
words, when all of a couple's in- 
come, from whatever source what- 
soever, goes into a common kitty, 
and al! property acquired therewith 
is common property, the household 
and other domestic expenses also 
being paid out of the same common 
kitty, then, in general, all the cou- 
ples debts are aso joint debts, There 
are, however, certain debts which 
would not be deemed to be joint, 
{such as, for example, those accured 
by the husband through keeping a 
mistress); ‘but the onus would fall 
upon the party claiming this to 
prove it. 


In the particular case under con- 
sideration, Justice Kister went on 
to hold, it was unrealistic ta demand 
that the appellant prove the source 
of all his debts. For in a partner- 
ship of twenty years’ standing, dur- 
ing which the couples’ property had 
increased considerably, it is obvious 
that debts were bound to have been 
incurred, and these debts should ‘be 
borne jointly by the couple. 


As however, the respondent had 
denied the existence of any debts, 
the appellant should be given ἃ fur- 
ther opportunity of proving their 
existence, while the respondent 
should be given a further opportu- 
nity of bringing evidence to show 
that any particular debt ought not 
to be included in the debts owed 
jointly by the couple. The appeal 
should, therefore, be allowed and the 
case returned to the District Court 
to'settle this point; but in the mean- 
while, the undisputed 1140,000 should 
be divided equally between the ap- 
pellant and respondent. 


In concurring that the appeal 
should be allowed, Justice Berinson 
reiterated the opinion he had ex- 
pressed in C.A. 185,68 (1 P.D, 23," 
393) to the effect that even if pro- 
perty acquired during the period of 
ἃ marriage is registered in the name 
of one of the marriage parimers 
only, it must be presumed to belong 
jointly to both of them unless this 
presumption be rebutted by the Xind 
of family life which they lead or 
unless there be an express agree- 
ment to the contrary. This principle 
applies equally, he held, to debts 
incurred, during the existence of a 
marriage, by one of the marriage 
partners, In other words, where there 
is a presumption of joint ownership 
of property then there is a parallel 
presumption of joint responsibility 
for debts (see also C.A. 446/69, 1 
P.D. 23,818). 


In the case where the marriage is 
stable, therefore. he continued, every 
expenditure made by one marriage 
parmer for the purpose of conduct- 
ing the business affairs and house- 
hold activities of the family, must 
be deemed to be a joint expenditure. 
However, if the merriage has col- 
lapsed, for all practical purposes, 
and in consequence therecr there is 
no longer ἃ common life and the 
presumption of joint ownership of 
property is thereby rebutted, then 
the position with regard to debts 
incurred by either of the couple 
after the break changes. For just 
as one of the couple cannot lay 
claim to ἃ share in the property 
acquired by the other after the break 
in their relationship, so can the 
latter not claim that the former 
must bear equal responsibility for 
the debits incurred after the break, 
it being irrelevant that the couple 
happen to be sharing the same roof 
after the break if in actual fact 
their marital relationship hos ended. 

It should be stressed, continued 
Justice Berinson, that the partner- 
ship based on the marrisge is not 
automatically disaelved with the se- 
paration of the couple. On the con- 
trary, the common property — and 
the rights and duties connected 
therewith — which the couple had 
before their marriage collapsed, con- 
tinues to be their common properir, 
and any income or expenditure in 
connection therewith continues to be 
eommon to both. But any new ven- 
ture undertaken by one of the couple 
after the break-up of their marriage 
and any new acquisition or ποὺς debt, 
belong exclusively to that member 
of the ecauple. 

In the case under consideration. 
Justice Berinson concluded. both ihe 
appellant ang the respondent Bed 
been of the opinion that their cam- 
mon life together nad ended with 
the respondent's application to the 
competent court for maintenance 
from that appeliast. The appellant 
had therefore been correct in his 
contention that the property that 
had belonged jointly to the couple 
before the termination of their ma- 
rital partnership, continued to be- 
long to them jointly, and if there 
were any debts on that property 
then the debt, too, belonged jointly 
to the couple. 

The ease: should, therefore, be re- 
turned to the Districts Court ta de- 
termine what the IL70.000 debt con- 
sists of and for what part of it 
the respondent bears equal responst- 
Dility. 

Appeal allowed with IL750 costs. 

Sudgment given on August 8, 1972, 
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LEBANON ACTS 


LMOST before all the details 
on Saturday's major army 
action against the terrorists in 
southern Lebanon and im the 
Fatahland area are Tully in, there 
are reports that the Lebanese 
army, in its turn, has prevented 
the Fatah units from returning 
to their positions in the south- 
ern villages from which they 
were ousted, 


ἴῃ these vifages the terrorists 
have long been a disturbing ele- 
ment and a cause of friction and 
complaint, apart from the fact 
that their presence is liable to 
expose the village population to 
injury end loss in the event of 
military action. In a search and 
destroy action, such as that last 
week, the job for the army is 
more dificult and more hazard- 
ous then aerial bombing, but the 
danger to the villagers is much 
leas and as a result they are 
likely to offer some degree of 
cooperation. 


This time the Lebanese gov- 
ernment has taken matters more 
seriously. Their units became in- 
volved in the fighting and suf- 
fered not inconsiderable losses — 
whether intentionally or by the 
accidental presence of some of 
their units on the scene is not 
yet clear— but that is not the 
main reason. Lebanon sees its 
sovereignty imereasingly chal- 
Jenged by the presence of 5,000 
well-armed troops, with ample 
funds provided mainly by Libya, 
and arms that are newly sup- 
plied direct from the Soviet 
Unior, As long as the Fatah are 


within reach of the Israel border 
there are bound to be continu- 
ous clashes that must in the end 
disrupt the delicate Moslem- 
Christian balance of forces that 
hes for so long been the Leba- 
nese way of life. There is no 
way of ending this conflict except 
by removing the terrorist bases 
from the danger zone. 

The new proposels made to 
the Fatah men would confine 
them entirely to the Fatahland 
area, This would at last keep 
them out of the villages, in ad- 
dition to making it considerably 
more difficult for them to reach 
Israel territory and carry out 
sabotage, or even to iaunch 
rockets across the border from 
a point of safety. 

Lebanon’s lack of enthusiasm 
for an active part in fighting 
the Israe] army on anti-terrorist 
actions is demonstrated by the 
fact that they did not take up 
8 Syrian offer of military help 
while the action was in progress, 
nor an offer from Libya later. 
There are enough unbidden ter- 
rorists and soldiers in the Le- 
banon without volunteer armies 
that may not ‘be easy to remove 
again. 

Last night’s U.S. view was 
correct: when the terrorism 
stops the Lebanese border will 
be quiet. Until the terrorism 
does stop, the prospects of quiet 
there are smail. If it is suf- 
ficiently firm.in the pursuit of 
its own national interest, Le- 
banon will ‘be able to ensure 
this quiet without bloodshed.

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tallatory action, but the beginning 
of a campaign with much broader 
aims. There are more terrorist bases 
‘on Lebanese soil than those which 
were hit yesterday, and there are 
mamy terrorist bases in neighbour- 
ing Syria as well — and ail these 
are within the reach of the Israel 
Defence Forces. The Lebanese Gov- 
ernment is faced with an option: 
either to take action itself to re- 
move the terrorists from Lebanese 
soll or to continue to watch Israel 
doing it instead” 

Ha’aretz (non-party) writes: “The 
raid suggests a punitive actfon and 
a display of force rather than ac- 
tual war. The Israel Defence Forces 
‘have shown what it is capable of 
doing aganst terrorists who sow 
destruction and slaughter in our 


‘The Israel Government must organ- 
ize the fight against terrorism out- 
side the confines of the Middle Hast, 
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this requirement.” 

Al Hamishmar (Mapam) writes: 
“The LD.F. action in Southern Le- 
banon differs from previous opera- 
tions in its large extent, in its 
depth of incursion Jnto Lebanon, and 
in the fact thet the Lebanese Army 
went Into action on the side of the 
terrorists. If the Lebanese Army has 
done so because of an extreme 
change in Betrut’s policy, the Le- 
banese Government is undertaking 
& very heavy responsibility. Obser- 
vance of the peace depends solely 
on the Lebanese Government, which 
should rid itself of the terrorists.” 

Hatzofeh (National Religious) 
Stresses that the Israel Defence 
Forces are not fighting the Le- 
banese Army, and that if Lebanese 
soldiers were hit during the opera-
